Jews'  Chapel,  Dec.  27,  1809. 

ACKNOWLEDGING  the  interposition  of  a  Divine 
Providence  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  world,  and 
especially  in  the  events  which  respect  the  Church 
of  Christ,  your  Committee  cannot  but  ascribe  to 
the  Divine  blessing  those  circumstances  which  led 
to  the  original  formation  of  the  London  Society,  as 
well  as  the  successful  progress  of  the  Institution 
which  they  are  about  to  detail. 

In  the  last  report  there  was  a  peculiar  propriety 
in  making  some  general  observations  upon  the 
nature  and  probable  effects  of  such  an  Institution 
as  the  present.  Nearly  twelve  months  have  now 
elapsed,  and  the  particular  circumstances  in  which 
the  Society  has  been  placed,  together  with  the  pe- 
culiarity of  its  object,  have  necessarily  given  rise  to 
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such  extensive  notoriety,  that  it  may  fairly  be  pre- 
sumed the  public  have  now  had  sufficient  time  and 
opportunity  to  decide  upon  its  merits.  In  the 
sequel  of  this  Report,,  some  few  particulars  only 
will  however  be  slightly  noticed. 

Pursuant  to  the  intimation  in  the  former  Report, 
your  Committee  have  purchased,   upon  reasonable 
terms.,  a  long  lease  of  the  Jews'  Chapel  (late  one  of 
the  French  Protestant  Churches)   in  Spitalfields, 
together  with  a  very  commodious  house  and  pre- 
mises adjoining.     At  the  above  Chapel,   Mr.  Frey 
preaches  a  Lecture  to  the  Jews  every  Sabbath  even- 
ing, and  a  Lecture  upon  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
on  Wednesday  evenings  ;    there  is  also  an  Exhor- 
tation delivered  in  the  same   place  every   Friday 
evening,.     At  the  commencement  of  these  services, 
as  upon  former  occasions,  a  great  number  of  Jews 
attended,  frequently  from  two   to   five  hundred ; 
but  your    Committee  have    great  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing, that  although  these  numbers  have  de- 
creased, yet   it  has  not  occurred   that  they  have 
wholly   absented   themselves.      That  the   London 
Society  has   attracted   great  notice  and  attention 
amongst  the  Jews,  evidently  appears  from  the  pub- 
lications which  your  Committee  will  have  occasion 
hereafter  to  mention.     The  consequence  is  such  as 
was  both  to  be  expected  and  desired ;    a  spirit  of 
inquiry  has   been  excited,   which  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  will  terminate  in  the  most  bene- 


ficial  and  glorious  result.  The  effect  of  this  spirit 
has  been,  and  still  is.,  visible;  and  herein  your 
Committee  humbly  trust  the  propriety  of  the  sys- 
tem of  the  London  Society  is  manifest.  Upon  the 
plan  which  your  Committee  have  adopted,  there  is 
continually  something  to  keep  up  the  attention  of 
the  Jews,  and  excite  their  interest ;  and  the  event 
has  been,  that  there  never  is  a  service  without 
the  attendance  of  many  Jews,  and  upon  every  par- 
ticular occasion  a  very  considerable  number. 

One  distinguished  means  of  continuing  this  in- 
terest in  the  minds  of  the  Jews  has  been  the  esta- 
blishment of  a  Quarterly  Lecture,  to  be  preached 
by  a  variety  of  ministers  of  the  first  character  for 
learning  and  piety,  and  which  lectures  are,  for  the 
sake  of  distinction,  denominated  "  Demonstration 
Sermons,  or  Sermons  demonstrative  of  our  Lord  Je- 
«us  Christ  as  the  true  Messiah."  The  first  of  these 
lectures  was  preached  at  the  Jews'  Chapel,  on  the 
12th  of  November  last,  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Fuller, 
of  Kettering,  to  a  great  number  of  Jews ;  and 
your  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  making 
known  that  that  gentleman  has  promised  to  prepare 
the  same  for  the  press*  ;  and  it  is  humbly  hoped 
that  these  lectures,  when  extensively  distributed 
amongst  the  Jews,  will  prove  a  powerful  instru-

raent  in  the  Hands  of  God  for  extending  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom. 

Your  Committee,  anxious  to  avoid  all  appear- 
ance of  party  spirit,  have,  from  the  first,  invited 
the  co-operation  of  Christians  of  every  denomina- 
tion. They  conceived  that  no  jealousy  or  suspi- 
cion of  each  other  could  possibly  exist  in  the  minds 
of  good  men,  when  the  views  of  the  Society  should 

be  distinctly  stated,  and  its  object  be  properly  un- 
derstood ;  and  that  Christianity  would  be  best  re- 
commended to  the  consideration  of  the  Jews  by  a 
cordiality  and  union  amongst  Christians  themselves  ; 
who,  although  differing  on  minor  points  of  doc- 
trine or  discipline,  were  all  equally  agreed  in  one 
sentiment — that  Jesus  Christ  was  the  true  Messiah. 
The  Bible  Society,  established  in  1804,  has  been 
their  model ;  a  Society  in  which  the  Dignitaries  of 
the  National  Church  have  taken  a  prominent  part, 
aided  and   supported  by  all  classes  of  Protestant 
Dissenters.     Your  Committee   do  not  apprehend 
that  any  fair  or  valid  objection   can  be  made  to  a 
similar  union   in  support  of  the  London  Society ; 
and  they  exceedingly  rejoice  in  affording  the  Chris- 
tian world  another  opportunity  of  promoting  una- 
nimity and   conciliation  amongst  brethren.     They 
therefore  wish   it  should  be  particularly  remem- 
bered, that  it  is  no  part  of  their  plan  to  enter  into 
discussion   with  the  Jews  on  any  of  the  circum- 
stantials of  Christianity,   either  publicly   or  pri- 
vately— but  to  confine  their  instructions,  and  direct 


their  attention,  to   one  object  alone : — that   Jesus 
Christ  is  the  true  Messiah. 

One  difficulty  occurred  to  them  at  an  early 
period  of  the  Society :  how  the  Jews'  Chapel 
could  be  conducted  on  the  principles  held  out  to  the 
public.  They  were  fully  aware  that  the  Ministers 
of  the  Established  Church  could  not  consistently  of- 
ficiate with  Protestant  Dissenters  in  the  same  place 
of  worship.  To  avoid  offence,  and  secure  the  cor- 
dial co-operation  of  all  persons,  has  been  the  first 
object  with  your  Committee.  On  mature  delibera- 
tion, and  after  free  and  full  discussion  of  this  diffi- 
culty, it  has  been  determined  with  their  unanimous 
consent,  that,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  In- 
stitution, it  would  be  adviseable,  that  Mr.  Frey, 
with  such  occasional  assistance  of  other  Ministers 
amongst  the  Dissenters  as  the  Committee  approved, 
should  preach  to  his  brethren  in  the  Jews'  Chapel, 
and  that  the  ministers  of  the  Establishment  should 
preach  a  monthly  lecture  to  the  Jews  in  one  of  their 
own  Churches;  thus  forming-  a  second  and  principal 
branch  of  the  London  Society,  and  affording  Cler- 
gymen an  opportunity  of  exercising  their  ministry 
in  this  most  important  work,  without  any  violation 
of  their  own  order  and  discipline.  The  Committee 
have  great  pleasure  in  informing  the  Public,  that 
several  Clergymen  have  offered  their  personal  ser- 
vices in  this  way,  and  that,  as  soon  as  circumstances 
will  allow,  and  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be 
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made,  the  proposed  Monthly  Lecture  will  be  es- 
tablished. 

The  Society  will  remember  that,  in  the  Report 
read  at  the  former  meeting,  a  strong  appeal  was  made 
to  the  literary  public  on  various  topics,  and  that 
their  notice  was  particularly  directed  to  the  works 
of  the  late  Mr.  David  Levi.  It  is  with  great  satis- 
faction your  Committee  are  enabled  to  state,  that 
this  appeal  has  not  been  made  in  vain.  A  manu- 
script has  been  received  from  a  gentleman  well  known 
to  the  literary  world,  under  the  Signature  of  Talib, 
intituled,  "  Remarks  upon  David  Levi's  Disserta- 
tions on  the  Prophecies  relative  to  the  Messiah, 
and  upon  the  Evidences  of  the  Divine  Character 
of  Jesus  Christ,  addressed  to  the  Consideration  of 
the  Jews/'  This  manuscript  has  been  referred  to 
the  examination  of  some  literary  friends,  and  printed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution*.  The  author,  in 
a  letter  to  the  Secretary  which  accompanied  it, 
expressly  states,  that  his  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  subject  in  general,  and  to  David  Levi's  works  in 
particular,  by  the  exertions,  and  through  the  me- 
dium of  the  various  papers  published  by  this  Society. 
Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  anticipating 
the  pleasure  with  which  this  able  work  will  be  re- 
ceived by  the  religious  public,  and  they  hope  the 
author  will  not  be  displeased  with  them,  if  they 
return  him  their  grateful  thanks  for  his  gratuitous 
services,  and  notice  his  refusal  of  the  proposed  pre-

mium  of  thirty  guineas,  which  has  been  placed  as  a 
gift  to  the  Society  in  the  list  of  benefactions. 

A  respectable  clergyman  has  presented  the  So- 
ciety with  a  valuable  pamphlet,  addressed  to  Chris- 
tians, which  has  been  published,  and  is  now  circu- 
lating under  the  title  of,  "  The  Obligations  of 
Christians  to  attempt  the  Conversion  of  the  Jews;"* 
and  your  Committee  earnestly  recommend  it  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Christian  world,  as  being  well 
calculated  to  excite  their  zeal,  and  remove  the  ob 
jections  which  have  been  raised  against  the  sub 
scribers  and  friends  of  this  Institution:  youi 
Committee  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  individuals 
purchasing  copies  of  the  above  work,  and  distri- 
buting them  amongst  their  various  connections  :  its 
beneficial  effects  have  already  been  extensively  ex- 
perienced. It  is  very  difficult  for  your  Committee 
to  find  language  sufficiently  strong  to  express  the 
high  sense  they  entertain  of  the  favours  conferred 
upon  them  by  the  author  of  the  above  pamphlet,  in 
the  various  trying  and  difficult  situations  in  which 
they  have  been  placed. 

Eight  different  tracts  have  been  printed :  one  has 
gone  through  two  editions  in  English,  and  has  also 
been  translated  into  the  German  language;  and 
about  eight  thousand  have  been  distributed  since 
the  establishment  of  this  Institution.

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Your  Committee  are  aware  of  an  unfriendly  ob- 
servation having  been  made,  that  they  have  been 
too  liberal  in  printing  and  dispersing  their  tracts  ; 
perhaps  the  following  anecdote  may  be  sufficient  to 
relieve  any  unfavourable  impression  of  that  sort. 
A  member  of  the  society,  during  a  recent  journey, 
having  taken  some  of  the  tracts  with  him,  at  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  London,   threw  one  from 
the  coach  to  a  Jew,   whom  he  saw  sitting  on  the 
road  side  :  by  this  man  that  very  tract  was  put  into 
the  hands  of  a  Jewess,  who  had  been  left  in  a  state 
of  much  distress  with  two  children.     She  imme- 
diately applied  to  your  Committee  to  take  her  chil- 
dren into  the  Charity  School,  and  they  will  be  this 
day  presented  to  your   notice.     Those  who   have 
been  accustomed  rightly  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
one  immortal  soul,  may  consider  the  circumstance 
of  these  two  infants  having  beea  thus  rescued  from 
the  baneful  influence  of  Jewish  prejudice  in  their 
early  years,  as  an  ample  compensation  for  whatever 
may  have  been  expended  upon  the  above  account. 
Upon  a  former  occasion  your  Committee  took  the 
liberty  to    recommend   to  their  friends  the   Rev. 
Greville  Ewing's  Essays*,  and  they  have  since  pur- 
chased a  number  of  copies  of  that  work,  which  they 
presented  to  the  Chachamim,  or  Chief  Rabbies  of 
the  German  aud  Portuguese  synagogues,  and  seve- 
ral of  the  principal  Jews.  The  Portuguese  Chacham 
returned  the  copy  sent  to  him,  with  a  letter  some-

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what  different  from  what  might  have  been  expected, 
considering  the  motives  by  which  the  Society  is 
actuated.  The  others  were  retained.  To  the 
Searcher  of  all  hearts  they  will  have  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  the  use  to  which  they  have  applied  them. 

This  Society  was  established  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  promoting  Christianity  amongst  the  Jews  ;  and 
this  your  Committee  will  not  fail  to  keep  constantly 
in  view.  One  of  the  proposed  means  for  this  pur- 
pose was  the  establishment  of  a  general  Free  School, 
which  has  been  effected  ;  and  since  the  Chapel  was 
opened,  from  three  to  four  hundred  children  have 
been  regularly  educated  there.  Your  Committee,, 
however,  intend  to  remove  their  School  as  soon  as 
they  can  find  a  convenient  place,  as  the  numbers 
become  too  large  for  the  Chapel,  and  produce 
considerable  inconvenience.  The  friends  of  the 
Institution  will  remember  that  the  Free  School  was 
intended  only  as  a  medium  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Jews,  and  to  induce  them  to  send  their  own 
children  with  those  of  their  neighbours.  Your 
Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  remark,  that  this 
object  has  not  failed  ;  two  children  have  been  re- 
ceived into  the  Charity  School  within  the  last 
month,  who  were  originally  attracted  by,  and  for 
several  weeks  educated  in,  the  Free  School. 

One  of  the  senior  boys  has  been  placed  for  some 
time  with  a  respectable  wool  stapler,  and  your 
Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  he  may,  at

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some  future  period,  be  bound  apprentice  to  that 
gentleman. 

Your  Committee  bave  repeatedly  experienced 
disappointment  upon  the  subject  of  employment; 
and  they  have  no  difficulty  in  admitting  that  they 
cannot  and  do  not  expect  great  success  with  the 
lower  classes  of  the  adult  Jews,  until  they  are 
enabled  to  establish  a  manufactory.  Two  or  three 
plans  are  before  them  for  this  purpose ;  but  until 
the  funds  of  the  Society  are  materially  increased, 
none  such  .can  be  adopted. 

At  the  suggestion  of  a  principal  subscriber,  the 
Committee  hold  in  prospect  the  formation  of  a  fund, 
from  which  temporary  loans  on  good  security  may 
be  advanced  to  such  Jews  of  good  character,  who, 
by  their  intermarrying  with  Christians,  may  lose  the 
countenance  of  their  Jewish  employers,  and  may 
therefore  stand  in  need  of  aid  to  enable  them  to  earn 
an  honest  subsistence.  To  the  formation  of  such  a 
fund,  the  London  Society  invites  the  contributions 
of  Jews  of  affluence;  who,  having  themselves  mar- 
ried out  of  the  Jewish  nation,  can  form  a  just  esti- 
mate of  the  difficulties  to  which  a  poor  man  is  ex- 
posed who  thus  unites  himself  with  Christians. 

Thus  far  as  to  the  plans  of  the  Society.  Your 
Committee  will  now  proceed  to  detail  some  of  the 
effects  of  their  exertions ;  and  here  they  would  wish 
to  premise,  that  it  is  not  from  the  more  immediate 
and  visible  effects  which  are  produced,  that  the  ad- 
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vantages  of  such  an  Institution  as  the  present  can 
fairly  be  appreciated. 

They  have  however,  met  with  fewer  discourage- 
ments than  might  have  been  expected  from  the 
nature  of  such  an  Institution  ;  and  the  many  pleas- 
ing circumstances  which  have  already  taken  place, 
inspire  them  with  a  well  founded  hope,  that  the 
Divine  Blessing  will  crown  their  endeavours  with 
ultimate  success. 

One  of  the  circumstances  which  affords  your 
Committee  much  encouragement,  was,  that  during 
the  very  week  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Cha- 
pel, a  Jewish  Rabbi,  a  native  of  Jerusalem,  of  a 
respectable  family  and  connections,  and  of  ac- 
knowledged proficiency  in  Jewish  literature,  (and 
who  may,  with  the  utmost  propriety,  be  styled  an 
Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews)  placed  himself  under 
the  patronage  of  this  Institution;  declaring  him- 
self to  have  been  for  a  considerable  time  thoroughly 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and  that  he 
had  only  been  waiting  a  favorable  opportunity  for 
publicly  avowing  the  same.  Fully  aware  of 
the  possibility  of  disappointment  and  vexation  in 
every  individual  case  of  this  sort,  your  Committee 
would  willingly,  if  they  could  consistently,  have 
avoided  making  public  mention  of  this  interesting 
individual  upon  the  present  occasion.  They  re- 
quest, however,  not  to  be  misunderstood.  The 
above  caution  does  not  arise  from  the  slightest  sus- 
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picion  which  they  entertain ;  for,  on  the  contrary, 
they  are  fully  convinced  of  the  sincerity  of  his  profes- 
sion, and  of  his  attachment  to  the  Society  and  its  ob- 
jects. This  young  man  has  been  for  some  time,  and 
still  is  under  the  care  of  a  clergyman  of  the  Estab- 
lished Church,  and  has  made  considerable  progress 
in  the  English,  Latin,  and  Greek  languages.  He 
is  a  perfect  master  of  talmudical  and  cabalistical 
learning,  and  consequently  may  prove  of  eminent 
service  to  the  cause  of  this  Society  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  various  purposes.  As  it  might  be  ex- 
pected, the  secession  of  such  a  man  has  alarmed  the 
Jewish  Community,  and  some  persons  among  them, 
(your  Committee  say  some  persons,  for  they  are 
unwilling  to  ascribe  the  indiscretion  of  individuals 
to  the  whole  body )  have  circulated  various  reports 
to  his  prejudice.  Pains  have  been  taken  to  investi- 
gate these  reports,  and  your  Committee  have  heard 
nothing  which,  in  their  judgment,  ought  to  prevent 
the  Society  from  receiving  and  instructing  him 
in  the  Gospel  of  Christ ;  at  the  same  time  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  information  which  he  posses- 
ses in  the  various  branches  of  Hebrew  learning. 
And  they  humbly  hope  that  the  same  Providence 
which  first  brought  him  to  the  notice  of  the  Com- 
mittee will  enable  him,  by  a  virtuous  and  consistent 
conduct,  most  effectually  to  vindicate  himself  from 
the  aspersions  and  bad  motives  imputed  to  him. 
It  is  only  to  prevent  the  Jews  from  imagining 
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that  your  Committee  have  been  imposed  upon,  that 
the  above  facts  are  alluded  to ;  and,,  to  put 
altogether  out  of  question  the  idea  that  this 
young  man  intended  to  practise  deception,  it 
is  but  justice  to  state  further,  that  they  have  the 
most  satisfactory  ground  for  believing  that  it  was 
by  no  means  his  original  intention  to  have  applied 
to  this  Society  at  all;  but  that,  on  the  contrary, 
he  intended  to  embrace  Christianity  in  a  diffe- 
rent country,  and  under  different  circumstances. 
If  however,  contrary  to  every  reasonable  and  just 
expectation,  your  Committee  should  experience  dis- 
appointment, however  they  may  regret  a  misplaced 
confidence,  they  trust  the  Society  will  not  withhold 
from  them  its  indulgence,  or  deny  the  propriety  of 
acting  according  to  the  fair  probabilities  of  circum- 
stances. 

The  prominent  feature  of  success  which  your 
Committee  have  the  gratification  to  announce,  is, 
that  they  have  no  less  than  twenty-two  Jewish  chil- 
dren, who  have  been  placed  under  the  patronage  of 
this  Institution  :  eighteen  of  these  are  boys,  and  four 
are  girls.*  The  society  will  perceive  the  propriety  of 
using  great  caution  in  explaining  the  particular  cir- 
cumstances and  connections  of  the  children  whom 
they  receive.  Aware  of  the  persecution  the  parents 
would  be  exposed  to,  your  Committee  are  compell-

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ed  to  withhold  many  particulars  which  they 
would  wish  to  communicate.  There  are,  however, 
some  cases,,  respecting  which  they  cannot  persuade 
themselves  to  be  silent. 

The  first  to  be  noticed,,  is  a  boy  who  was  deserted 
by  his  parents.  When  about  two  years  of  age,  he 
was  taken  under  the  care  of  his  grandmother  and 
aunt,  with  whom  he  lived  till  he  was  eight  years 
old.  They  then  sent  him  out  to  sell  sweetmeats, 
&c.  When  he  was  only  ten  years  of  age,  his  rela- 
tions refused  him  any  further  protection,  as  they 
considered  him  capable  of  getting  his  own  living. 
He  then  sold  lozenges  OQ  his  own  account,  and  had 
a  lodging  in  a  miserable  part  of  Petticoat- Lane, 
for  which  he  paid  one  shilling  per  week.  The 
notoriety  of  the  Jews'  Chapel  brought  him  to  see  it, 
and  learning  that  such  boys  as  himself  were  ad- 
mitted to  receive  instruction,  he  came  ;  and,  having 
described  his  truly  orphan  condition,  was  admitted 
by  the  Committee  into  the  Charity  School.  At 
that  time  he  scarcely  knew  his  letters;  but  since 
his  admission  he  has  applied  himself  with  great 
diligence,  and  his  conduct,  in  general,  has  been 
marked  with  the  greatest  propriety. 

Another  boy,  whose  case  is  remarkable,  was  born 
at  Ipswich,  in  1794.  When  only  a  year  and  a  half 
old,  his  grandfather  took  him  from  his  parents, 
with  whom  he  lived  until  about  two  years 
since.  At  this  time  his  grandfather  died,  when  he 
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obtained  a  place,  where  he  received  one  shilling  per 
week,  together  with  his  board  and  lodging.  During 
his  grandfather's  life,  he  frequently  attended  a  place 
of  worship  at  Ipswich  with  a  servant ;  his  grand- 
father often  read  the  New  Testament,  nor  was  he  by 
any  means  unfavourable  to  Christianity ;  and,  so  far 
as  the  boy  can  form  an  opinion,  was  only  restrained 
from  a  public  avowal  by  the  fear  of  man.  Being 
thus  well  disposed  to  Christianity,  he  did  not  observe 
the  Jewish  ceremonies,  on  which  account  his  master, 
who  was  a  Jew,  used  him  ill ;  and,  to  avoid 
constant  disputes,  he  quitted  his  service.  Thus 
destitute,  with  only  sixpence  in  his  pocket,  he  was 
obliged  day  by  day  to  sell  some  article  of  his  clothes 
to  supply  himself  with  food.  Several  nights  he  slept 
in  the  watch-house ;  and  was  strongly  tempted  to  join 
a  gang  of  pick-pockets,  but  getting  employment  at 
the  Royalty  Theatre  to  trim  the  lamps,  &c.  he  staid 
there  about  a  fortnight,  for  which  service  he  had 
nothing  but  his  board  and  lodging.  He  then  went 
to  live  as  an  errand  boy  with  a  watch-maker.  During 
his  employment  in  this  capacity,  he  one  day  saw  the 
Jews'  Chapel,  and  coming  in,  desired  to  speak  with 
Mr.  Frey.  His  manner,  when  brought  before  the 
Committee,  was  the  most  affecting  possible.  He 
related  his  history  with  the  greatest  precision  ; 
and  after  describing  his  hardships,  and  stating  his 
dislike  to  the  Jewish  customs,  burst  into  a  violent 
flood  of  tears ;  and,  in  the  midst  of  sobs,  said  that 
1 
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he  wanted  to  be  made  a  good  Christian.  The  Com- 
mittee were  too  much  interested  not  to  receive  him 
into  the  house.  From  that  time  he  has  behaved 
remarkably  well,  and  has  applied  himself  to  his 
learning  with  great  diligence  ;  and  the  Committee 
have  the  highest  satisfaction  in  bearing  a  public 
testimony  to  his  apparent  sincerity,  and  his  uniform 
good  behaviour. 

Your  Committee  have  already  stated  that  a  spirit 
of  inquiry  had  gone  abroad,  and  they  do  firmly  be- 
lieve that  God  is  stirring  up  the  hearts  of  his  ancient 
people  to  a  more  attentive  consideration  of  that 
gospel  which  they  have  so  long  rejected.  Prudence, 
however,  interdicts  them  from  stating  all  they  feel 
upon  this  interesting  subject;  they  are  therefore 
compelled  to  confine  themselves  to  facts.  A  Jew 
having  published  a  pamphlet  against  the  London 
Society  and  its  objects,  under  the  title  of  the  English 
Israelite,  was  answered  by  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee.* The  original  pamphlet  did  not  contain 
any  matter  worthy  of  notice  for  its  own  sake,  but 
it  was  judged  expedient  to  publish  a  reply,  princi- 
pally as  a  vehicle  of  information.  The  reply  has 
excited  the  displeasure  of  a  gentleman  who  is  not  a 
Jew.  As  the  London  Society  was  not  embodied  for 
the  purpose  of  encountering  every  individual  opinion 
which  may  be  adduced  ;  and,  as  the  sentiments  of

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this  extraordinary  production,  are  in  direct  opposi- 
tion to  the  writings  of  every  Christian  author,  of 
whatever  name  or  sect,  from  the  time  of  our  Lord 
to  the  present  day  your  Committee  do  not  intend 
to  prepare  any  reply  to  it.  Had  it  been  written  by 
a  Jew,  it  would  have  obtained  more  serious  attention : 
your  Committee  only  beg  leave  to  refer  the  author 
himself  to  Perseverans'  pamphlet,  page  31,  which 
passage  he  seems  to  have  passed  over  unnoticed. 

Since  the  foregoing  publication,  but  apparently 
wholly  unconnected  with  it,  a  Jew  of  some  learning, 
who  calls  himself  "  R.  Tobias  Goodman/'  hag 
published  an  address  to  this  Society.  His  work  is 
much  more  moderate  and  argumentative  than  that 
of  the  English  Israelite :  the  same  clergyman,  to 
whom  your  Committee  have  already  had  occasion  to 
make  acknowledgments,  has  presented  the  Society 
with  an  answer  to  Mr.  Goodman's  pamphlet,  intitled, 
"  Five  Minutes  Consideration  recommended  to 
Mr.  Tobias  Goodman,  or  Strictures  on  his  Pam- 
phlet*." 

There  is  another  work,  by  Mr.  Solomon  Bennett, 
which,  although  it  does  not  immediately  allude  to, 
and  certainly  was  not  occasioned  by  the  establish- 
ment of  this  Society,  is  so  decidedly  adverse  to 
every  thing  most  interesting  to  Christians,  that  it

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will  become  an  object  of  immediate  attention.  A 
refutation  of  one  of  this  gentleman's  principal  ar- 
guments is  already  prepared. 

It  might  subject  jour  Committee  to  misconstruc- 
tion, were  they  to  conclude  without  noticing  the  Mis- 
sionary Society.  They  regret  that  any  circumstances 
should  ever  have  arisen  to  break  in  upon  the  chari- 
ties of  the  two  Institutions,  or  impair  their  mutual 
attachment.  With  the  most  unfeigned  and  anxious 
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sincerity  your  Committee  desire  to  restore  a  good 
understanding  between  the   Missionary   Directors 
and  themselves.     The  measures  already  adopted  by 
the  Committee  in  their  corporate  capacity,  have  been 
such  as  they  hoped  would  promote  amongst  all  par- 
ties, a  spirit  of  conciliation  and  concurrence.     If 
indeed  on  either  side,  any  thing  proceeding  from  in- 
dividuals, and  without  the  knowledge  or  sanction 
of   the  Committee  or  the  Missionary  Society,   has 
served  to  foment  the  unhappy  differences,  neither 
your  Committee,   nor  the  Missionary  Society,   can 
be  censurable  on  that  account.     Your   Committee 
most  earnestly  desire  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
Missionary  Society  ;  and  they  hope  that   all  diffe- 
rences, equally  injurious  to  the  interests  of  religion 
as  they  are  discreditable  to  all  parties,  will  be  at  an 
end  before  the  publication  of  another  report.    Your 
Committee  are  confirmed  in  their  opinion,  in  which 
they  are  happy  to  say,  many  of  the  Missionary  Direc- 
tors themselves  perfectly  concur, that  the  affairs  of  the 
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Jews  are.so  multifarious  and  important  that  they 
require  a  distinct  Society,  whose  sole  and  undivided 
attentions  shall  be  directed  to  them.  If,  however,  the 
Missionary  Society  should  still  think  proper  to  con 
tinue  the  Jewish  Mission,  your  Committee  most  anx- 
iously pray  that  a  good  understanding  may  be  esta- 
blished bet  ween  the  two  Societies— that  each  Society 
may  pursue  its  own  measures,  and  be  prepared,  by  a 
disinterested  spirit  of  kindness  and  holy  zeal,  to  re- 
joice in  the  success  of  the  common  cause — the  con- 
version and  salvation  of  their  Jewish  Brethren. 

Your  Committee  trust  and  hope  that  enough  has 
already  been  done  to  convince  the  religious  world 
that  God  has  not  forgotten  to  be  gracious  to  Israel, 
and  that  the  tender  mercies  of  the  Lord  are  over 
all  his  works.  Indeed,  when  your  Committee  are 
led  to  review  the  past  and  present  circumstances  of 
the  London  Society — when  they  compare  its  small 
beginnings  with  its  rapid  increase  and  present  re- 
spectability— when,  arguing  from  all  reasonable  and 
just  expectations,  they  anticipate  its  future  and 
growing  importance — they  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressions of  the  liveliest  gratitude  and  praise  to  God ; 
and  they  are  animated  by  such  considerations  to 
encreasing  activity  and  persevering  exertions. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  all  denominations  of 
Christians,  however  different  their  Creed  may  be  in 
other  respects,  unite  in  the  belief  that  an  important 
period  it  fast  approaching,  when  there  will  be  some 


remarkable  manifestation  of  Jehovah's  will  con- 
cerning his  people  Israel.,  and  the  Gentile  nations- 
An  opinion,  by  no  means  novel,  obtains  in  the  world, 
that  the  Jews  ( who  have  been  reserved  and  dis- 
persed over  the  face  of  the  earth,  perhaps  for  this 
among  other  great  purposes)  will,  in  God's  appoint- 
ed time,  become  the  chief  and  most  effectual  instru- 
ments for  diffusing  the  Gospel  throughout  the  globe. 
Who  can  tell,  but  that  out  of  yon  little  nursery, *- 
which  at  present  appears  no  larger  than  a  man's 
hand,  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  already 
have  decreed  that  one  or  more  faithful  labourers  in 
his  vineyard  shall  go  forth,  whose  exertions  he  will 
own  and  bless  in  a  remarkable  manner. 

It  was  well  observed  by  a  clergyman,  who  lately 
preached  for  the  benefit  of  this  Institution,  that  the 
probable  effects  to  be  expected  from  it  were  vast 
and  multifarious;  that  much  wholesome  contro- 
versy might  be  provoked,  which  would  not  only 
end  in  a  beneficial  result  to  the  Jews,  but  also  to 
the  Christian  world  at  large  ;  and  that  it  was  pecu- 
liarly calculated  to  excite  the  interest  of  all  men  of 
erudition,  inasmuch  as  the  questions  which  are  likely 
to  be  discussed  will  revive  exploded  learning,  and 
form  a  new  and  most  important  sera  in  the  literary 
world.

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A  charge  of  enthusiasm  has  been  made  by  some 
persons  concerning  the  views  of  the  Society ;  and 
it  has  been  asserted  that  your   Committee  are  in- 
fluenced   by    foolish    and    Utopian    expectations. 
Your  Committee  have  already  expressed  their  sen- 
timents in  respect  of  the  present  circumstances  and 
events  of  the  world.     They  certainly  consider  the 
occurrences   of    a   few  years   past    as   peculiarly 
awful  and  surprising,  and  are  roused  to  exertion  by 
the  signs  of  the  times.     Nevertheless,  they  are  not 
determined  to  any  measures  which  they  adopt  by 
visionary  and  uncertain  calculations.      They  wish 
to   distinguish  between  the  restoration  of  Israel  to 
their  own  country,  and  the  conversion  of  Israel  to 
Christianity.     If  nothing  peculiar   appeared  in  the 
aspect  of  the  times — if  neither  Jews  or  Christians 
believed  the  future  restoration  of  Israel — if  no  ex- 
position of  prophecy  had  awakened  attention  or  ex- 
cited expectation  in  men's  minds — if  it  were  possible 
to  place  things  as  they  stood  many  centuries   ago — 
still  your   Committee  would   urge  the  importance 
and   propriety  of  establishing  a   Jewish   Mission. 
They  cannot  conceive  any  just  reason  why  the  Jews 
should  be  wholly  neglected,  and  no  means  employed 
for  their  conversion. 

Your  Committee  have  now  only  to  express  their 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  various  ministers  and  private 
friends  who  have  rendered  their  personal  assistance 
and  advice  in  this  arduous  undertaking ;  and  will 
conclude  with  a  very  few  remarks  and  suggestions.

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Many  ministers,  of  various  denominations,  have 
kindly  offered  to  form  themselves  into  district  or 
auxiliary  Committees,,  and  have,  in  many  instances, 
actually  done  so.     In  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
a  particular  account  is  given  of  such  as  are  already 
organized.     The   advantage  to  be  expected  from 
these  Committees  is  incalculable.     Independent  of 
the  pecuniary  aid  which  will  be  necessarily  derived 
from  them,  the  Society  will  have  a  firm  and  com- 
pact body  of  learning  and  piety,  to  which,  through 
the  medium  of  circular  letters,  they  can  apply  for 
advice  and  assistance  upon  any  particular  emergency, 
whether  of  a  controversial,  or  any  other  description. 
And  by  those  exertions  the  affairs  of  the  Jewish 
nation  will  more  fully  employ  the  thoughts  of  Chris- 
tians, and  engage  their  prayers  and  affections.  Your 
Committee  therefore  earnestly  intreat  the  friends  of 
Christianity  to  unitethemselves  into  Committees,  for 
the  above  purpose,  throughout  the  kingdom, where- 
by they  will  render  a  most  essential  service  to  this 
Institution,  and  through  it,   as  it  is  hoped,  to  the 
general  interests  of  religion. 

Several  persons,  who  were  anxious  to  testify  their 
regard  to  the  Saviour,  but  who  could  not  convenient- 
ly spare  a  guinea  in  one  sum,  have  united  together 
in  different  places,  and  formed  themselves  into  so- 
cieties, subscribing  one  penny  per  week  each  :  some 
respectable  individuals  have  been  kind  enough  to 
become  secretaries  and  treasurers  to  these  benevolent 
associations. 
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Christian  friends !  are  there  any  amongst  you 
who  are  disposed  to  think  lightly  of  the  effects  al- 
ready produced  r  Of  you  the  Committee  would 
ask,  is  it  nothing,  that  many  hundreds  of  the  Jews 
have  been  already  brought  to  hear  the  word  of  life 
and  salvation  ?  Is  it  nothing  that  numbers,  who 
never  before  entered  a  place  of  Christian  wor- 
ship, now  frequently  attend  upon  the  means  of  grace* 
and  hear  their  own  Scriptures  expounded  to  them  ? 
Although  they  may  discover  no  immediate  symptoms 
of  conversion,  who  can  say,  but  that  at  some  future 
period,  in  an  hour  of  affliction,  or  on  a  dying  bed., 
that  truth,  which  they  may  not  now  justly  value, 
may  then  be  remembered  by  them,  and  prove 
the  power  of  God  to  their  salvation.  "  For  as 
the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from  heaven, 
and  returneth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the  earth, 
and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may  give 
seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater  ;  so  shall 
my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth  :  it 
shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accom- 
plish that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the 
thing  whereto  I  sent  it.''  Isaiah  Iv.  10,  11. 

Are  there  any  who  think  that  Christians  are  not 
bound  to  make  extraordinary  exertions  for  the  con- 
version of  the  Jews  ?  To  you  the  Committee  would 
recommend  the  perusal  of  the  pamphlet  before  al- 
luded to,  entitled,  "  Obligations  of  Christians  to 
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promote  the  Conversion  of  the  Jews*;"  as  well  as 
Mr.  Bogue's  Sermon,  entitled,  ff  The  Salvation  of 
the  Jews/'preached  on  the  15th  of  May,1806f  ;  and 
they  would  further  entreat  you  to  remember,  amongst 
many  other  topics  which  have  been  noticed  upon 
former  occasions,  that  the  first  Christian  church 
was  composed  of  Jews — that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
commanded  that  the  Gospel  should  be  preached  to 
every  creature,  beginning  first  at  Jerusalem.  Would 
it  afford  you  no  gratification  to  behold  multitudes 
of  Jews  coming  in  from  time  to  time,  and  uniting 
with  professing  Christians  in  one  common  adoration 
of  the  adorable  Redeemer,  and  with  one  heart  and 
hand  combining  their  exertions  for  making  the  God 
of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  known  to  all  the 
kindreds  of  the  earth  ?  In  addition  to  their  own 
opinion,  your  Commitee  beg  leave  to  apply, 
an  excellent  observation  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Missionary  Society  with  respect  to  the  Hea- 
then— "  Hitherto  Christians  seemed  content  with 
merely  offering  up  their  prayers  for  them,  without 
considering  by  what  means  these  prayers  were  to  be 
accomplished."  (See  Concise  Account  of  the 
Rise  and  Progress  of  that  Society,  page  6. )  Let  us 
no  longer  have  to  reproach  ourselves  as  the  sons  of 
Jacob  did  of  old, — "  Verily,  we  are  guilty  con- 
cerning our  brother."  Gen  xlii.  21. 

Your  Committee  are  very  anxious  to  collect  the

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lives  and  histories  of  such  Jews  as  have  embraced 
Christianity  in  the  various  ages  of  the  Church. 
They  have  obtained  several :  and  when  a  sufficient 
number  is  procured,  it  is  proposed  to  publish  them 
in  a  series.  Such  as  may  be  sent  them  from  their 
Christian  friends  will  be  most  thankfully  received. 

To  those  persons  who  are  descendants  of  the 
House  of  Israel,,  and  have  either  openly  professed, 
or  secretly  embraced,  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ 
the  Committee  of  the  London  Society  would  make 
a  serious  appeal.  It  is  your  bounden  and  indispen- 
sable duty  to  come  forward  and  declare  yourselves 
upon  such  an  occasion  as  the  present :  you  ought 
to  rally  round  the  Cross  of  Christ,  and  stand  forward 
as  a  beacon  upon  a  mountain,  that  all  Israel  may 
behold  you,  and  be  encouraged  by  your  example. 

If  you  are  sincere  believers  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
the  true  Messiah,  remember  his  words  in  the  days 
of  his  flesh — ie  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess 
me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess  also  before  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  But  whosoever  shall 
deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. "-Matt.  x.  32,  33.—"  If 
we  deny  him,  he  also  will  deny  us."  2  Tim.  ii.  12. 

Your  Committee  have  now  stated  to  you  what 
appeared  to  them  proper  for  public  notice ;  sensible 
that  much  imperfection  has  pervaded  their  counsels 
and  attendedtheir  labours  :  they  can  however  venture 
to  hope  that  they  deserve  not  reproach  for  want  of 
diligence  or  a  due  exertion  of  such  humble  talents

as  are  committed  to  them.  Trusting  their  exertions 
will  meet  with  candour  from  the  members  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Christian  world  at  large,  they  have 
surmounted  difficulties  which  would  perhaps,  in 
another  cause,  have  discouraged  them ;  but  confi- 
dent in  the  purity  of  their  own  motives,  in  origi- 
nally uniting  for  this  great  and  glorious  purpose* 
and  looking  forward  with  an  eye  of  faith  to  -the 
completion  of  the  great  promises  of  Jehovah,  in 
humble  dependence  that  all  things  which  are  writ- 
ten in  the  Law  and  the  Prophets  shall  come  to  pass, 
they  have  persevered  thus  far,  flattering  themselves 
that  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  prospering  in  their  hands, 
and  contemplating  the  happy  period  when  it  shall 
he  no  longer  said,  Know  ye  the  Lord ;  but  when  all 
shall  know  him,  from  the  least,  even  to  the  greatest 
when  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  shall  become  the 
kingdom  of  the  Lord  and  his  Christ,  and  Jew  and 
Gentile,  becoming  one  fold  under  one  Shepherd, 
shall  unite  in  one  triumphant  song  of  praise, 
Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  the  light  to  lighten  the 
Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  his  people  Israel — the 
God  who  only  doeth  wondrous  things.  Blessed 
be  his  glorious  uame  for  ever  ;  aud  let  the  whole 
earth  be  filled  with  his  glory,  Amen  and  Amen.

RULES 

OF  THE 

LONDON  SOCIETY, 

FOR 

PROMOTING  CHRISTIANITY 

AMONGST 

Cfje 


I.  THAT  the  Society  formed,  Aug.  4,  1808,  under 
the  title  of  the  London  Society,  for  the  purposes  of 
visiting  and    relieving  the  sick  and  distressed,  and 
instructing  the  ignorant,  especially  such  as  are  of 
the  Jewish  nation,  shall  henceforth  be   called  THE 
LONDON  SOCIETY  FOR  PROMOTING  CHRISTIANITY 
AMONGST  THE  JEWS. 

II.  That  every  meeting  be  begun  and  concluded 
with  prayer. 

III.  That  there  be  a  Treasurer,  Sub-Treasurer, 
and  two  Secretaries,  who  shall  be  e.r  qfficio  members 
of  the  Committee. 

IV.  That  every  person  subscribing  annually  one 
guinea,  or  more,  shall  be  considered  a  member. 

V.  That   any   person   subscribing   ten   guineas, 
or  more,  shall   be  considered  a  member  for  life; 
which  privilege  shall  also  be  conferred  upon  any 
executor,  who  shall  make  payment  of  a  legacy  of 
twenty  guineas  or  upwards. 
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VI.  That  the  Committee  for  managing  the  affairs 
of  this  Society,  shall  consistof  twenty-four  members 
besides  the  Treasurer,   Sub-Treasurer,  and  Secre- 
taries,, five  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum. 

VII.  That  no  new  law  or  abrogation  of  any 
existing  law  shall  be  valid,   unless  one  month's  pre- 
vious notice  shall  have  been  given  in  the  summons 
issued  for  convening  a  meeting  of  the  Committee, 
nor  unless  the  resolution  for  making  or  abrogating 
the  same  respectively  shall  be  confirmed  at  a  subse- 
quent general  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

VIII.  That  upon  the  decease  or  resignation  of 
any  member  of  the  Committee,  a  new  one  sball  be 
chosen  as  soon  as  possible,  by  ballot,  in  his  room,  by 
the  surviving  members;  and  that  such  new  member 
shall  be  proposed  at  one  meeting,  and  ballotted  for 
at  the  next,  when   a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  the 
Committee  present  shall  be  sufficient  to  elect. 


The  objects  of  this  Society  having  been 
particularly  studied  by  the  Gentlemen  who  compose 
the  present  Committee,  they  trust  that  no  future 
Subscriber  will  object  to  the  principles  of  this  Rule 
for  the  first  three  years. 

IX.  That  the  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Friday  in  every  month,  at  the  Jews5  Chapel,  Spital 
Fields,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  precisely;  but 
that  the  Secretaries  shall  be  empowered  to  convene  a 
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meeting  whenever  any  emergency  arises,  on  tbe  re- 
quisition of  two  members  of  the  Committee. 

X.  That  the   Committee  shall  appoint  proper 
persons  to  visit  the  sick  weekly,  or  oftener,  to  in- 
quire into  their  circumstances  and  situation,  and  re- 
port the  same  in  writing  to  the  Committee  at  the 
monthly  meeting. 

XI.  That  every  visitor  shall  be  at  liberty  to  afford 
temporary  relief  to  the  amount  of  2s.  6d. 

XII.  That  every  person  receiving  relief  from 
this  Society,  shall  attend  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  if  their  health  will  permit;  and  if  not, 
some  person  on  their  behalf,  unless  sueh  attendance 
shall  be  dispensed  with  by  order  of  the  Committee. 

XIII.  That  the  object  of  this  Society  being  to  re- 
lieve the  temporal  distresses  of  the  Jews,  as  well  as 
to  promote  their  spiritual  welfare,  it  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  the  Committee,  from  time  to  time,  to  adopt 
such  measures  for  any  such  purposes  as  the  majority 
of  the  members  present  may  approve. 

XIV.  That  the  accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be 
kept  by  the  Treasurer,  in  a  book  for  that  purpose; 
and  that  the  resolutions  and  other   affairs   of  the 
Society  shall  be  entered  by  the  Secretaries,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  them,  andthat  both  books  shall  be  at 
all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  every  Subscriber 


XV.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  of 
this  Society  shall  be  convened  on  Whit  Wednesday, 
and  another  on  the 26th  of  December,  (except  when 
that  day  shall  be  on  Saturday  or  Sunday,  in  which 
case  the  meeting  shall  be  on  the  following  Monday  ) 
when  the  Committee  shall  report  the  state  of  the 
funds,    and    detail   their    proceedings,  and   which 
report  shall  be  printed,  and  two  Collection  Sermons 
preached  at  each  of  the  half  yearly  meetings,  for  the 
benefit  ofthe  Society,  one  in  the  Established  Church, 
and  the  other  amongst  the  Dissenters, 

XVI.  Resolved,  That  no  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  supply  any  articles  for  the  consumption 
of  this  Society,  whereby  he  shall  derive  any  profit 
or  advantage  to  himself.
